Uur steps lead 
lis into Uuyal street, wo find a flight 
Id' broad stairs with "No. 18' written 
on tho dour and see a crowd within. 
Wo follow and find ourselves in one 
uf the gilded palaces of the Son them 
gambler. £rory game eoneeived of 
by the mind of men was being iilayed 
here. Five lliindred men in one 
ganieof'-Keno:' two Hazard lahhs. 
two K'oidette tallies: four I'okiT ta- 
bles and every thingelse out of w hich 
yon iniild make money. Here the 
rough old sailor and ilie "Dand} 
Diide" were on tiieiidly terms silting 
side by side. The Texas cowboy 
and the nnsophistieuted rustic spent 
money alike, and the click of silver 
dollars could he beard over the entire 
room, as the results of ditrcrent,ganies 
wcru announced. Thoso looms art 
about the size of Uolland's Oiieni 
Mouse and are Ailed up grandly. 
The second stories of two entire 
lilocks on Royal street aie fixed up 
for this iiurpo.se with communieatiou 
wilh iilher, and tbon-amls of dollars 
eliange bands ini^'.iily in tlii iii : our 
linanees heinn limilnl ;iiid llic walk- 
ing from here to Hopkiii,-\ illi' iiol 
being very good now, we derided 
not to "lackli! the Ti^er " and lii'iice 
our description of him must ben 
cea-e. Thursday morning np bright 
and early and down to the i''reiicli 
market we go; well of all wonders on 
earlh 1 think this Ihe greatest until 
I call go Inrtlier. Thlnkoffoorsolid 
blocks of buildings iu one Market 
Mouse and every thing on earth for 
sale. We saw silk dreise* on one 
stand and fishing worms on another 
close by ; you could buy the dress 
and ibcu go tisbing for pleasure if 
yon desired to;notbingtbut joueould 
eat or wear was absent and it was 
the strangest sight w e ever saw. \'oi\ 
can see here represented every nation, 
kindred and toiiitiie on the habitable 
globe. A great many negroes live in 
\.<). and nearly all Ihe old women 
stii'k to the ancient custom of wear- 
ing largo liaiidaiiu hankerebiefs tied 
onAhe back ol their heads like the 
ebignons that were (Itshlonable for 
wliito people to wear several yeaiv 
ago. Well, returning from the French 
Market (to whioh vie will again pay 
our respects Sunday moniing) we 
take a tine of smalt cars running out 
to the Old "Spaniah Fort," though 
why it it now catted a Fort we arc at 
n loss to determine, as notliiiig ol 
tlio Fort but its historic recollections 
are now .seen. Tho grounds are 
lieaiitiriilly laid oil' iuto walks and 
gardens and beautiful buildings and 
tow i i f ;u-c lo he seen where tlie Fort 
once was tlirowii up. One pit i.s dug 
and live large alligators live in it; 
llioy are about seven feet in length 
and era as ugly as iiossihic for any- 
thing lo be; one wild cat, a skunk, a 
purciipiiin and one largo eagle com- 
plete the list of animals here to be 
scon. Open air ooucerta are given 
every evening by a Mexican band 
and the time here was spent very 
plfai^tntlyl But now comei our 
iiiml enjoyable feat ; we take a small 
sail boat or canoo as wo call tlicni 
and start on our trip to tlio West 
lOnd. .Inst lo think we sail out upon 
the bosom of a beautiful lake forly- 
threi^ miles w ide and si.xty one miles 
long, and to add lo our pleasure 
Providence seems to smile npjii us 
and give us a soiilbwcst wind which

Hint our frail craft could hardly 
stand it; the old tar who guided 
our boat swore mighty oaths at the 
wind, water and tide, but this men ly 
added to the romance of the triii.

We linally arrived safe and sound 
j at w hat is here called West I'.nd. 
I Here we liiid a great many bath 
hoii-e>, hotels, pciol- ()f gold and sil- 
ver tisbes, alligaiois and last lint not 
I least the iiii/.zle garden: this is mere- 
ly a piece of ground plante<l wilh a 
sliriili lescinliling our hedge plant 
j and wired to keep you from break- 
j iiigthiougli tho lines; they aroar- 
I ranged in angles, curves, circles and 
caves running under Ihe ground. 
They are about thirty feet wido and 
two hundred feet long, and when 
> ou once get iuto the centre or even 
, start iu ttie edge it it almost impossi- 
ble to find your way ont unless you 
liuvo some one to guide you. Leav- 
ing West End we stop off tiie ears 
lo inspect tho Cemeteries. No graves 
arc dug liere, every body is buried 
above ground and some fine inoiiu- 
nienls mark the graves of Ihe dead. 
All the Cemeteries are on this route 
and it took us some time lo in- 
stiect theiii. One monument that 
struck ns particularly was that ot 
Albert Siilney ,lolinslon;a vast hol- 
low cai tlrcii mound has been thrown 
np and upon this will be placed his

Maj. .1. W. Hohiiietie, of the C. & 
O , has made a careful e^iimale of l.n: 
probable cost of building the 20 m.les 
ofroadunl places the expense per 
mile at |7,3UO. This includes gra 
diug, treatling, bridging aud ironing 
a wide gange road, but does not 
provide for right of way or equipping 
kvlih roiling itock, or the erection of 
depott, etc. This makei the ettlmat- 
cd cost of building the road I140.0UU 
and it it believed that it can be built 
and equipped for |20O,OOO and even 
leas if convict labor be employed. 

The plan is to let the corporation 
ojiorale the road or else lease '.l lo 
some other ro;iil that will use it as a 
competing liiii' w ith the L. Si N. The 
road \vheii coinplc'ted will be a crow 
foot wilh Ilopkiiidville, Cadiz and u 
point ell tho Chesapeake and Oliio 
road as the leruiiual |K)ints.

The ronte propoted for the main 
stem it ont the Princeton road, ttien 
10 bear to tlie left ttrlking tlie Cadiz 
road at or near W. D. Summers' and 
then run directly west by McUeliee's 
store and Old iJellcviow to tho Trigg 
line and thein e by Hie nearest route 
I ) (Jadiz. This route is of course sub- 
ject to alteration and may he largely 
intlueneed by the disposition of the 
parlies along Ihe road lo give ilie 
right of way. ilopkinsville stands 
ready to do her uart.

HU One .Solave-Overwhelnilnit Testimony 
Againiit a llrnnil or ClffarN. 

Mr. Clemens divides his year into two 
parts, which are not exactly tor work 
and play respectively, but whioh diA'ei' 
very muoh in the nature oi their ooou- 
pationa. From tlSe 1st of June to the 
middle ot September the whole family, 
oonaliting ot Mr. and Mrs. Clemens and 
Ibelr thne little girli, are at Elmira, N. 
T. They live there with Mr. T. W. 
Crane, whose wife i« a sister of Mrs. 
Olemeni, A rammer^house baa iieen 
built for Mr. Clemens within the Cran ; 
■grounds, on a high peak, which stands 
six hundred feet above the valley wliicli 
lies spread out before it. The house is 
built almost entirely of gla.ss, and is 
modeled exactly on the plan of a Mis- 
sissippi steamboat's pilot-house.

Two of the membranes of the body 
are of pre-eminent importance from 
their oirtent, their work, and the dis- 
eases to whioh they give rise. Theii 
chief office is to secrete fluids for iIk 
purpose of keeping the parts soft, lessen- 
ing friction, and aidlt^ in the passage 
of substances. 

Onw is the mucaus membrane, tht 
other is the nc.ruiis. The former line- 
every cavity of the body that lias an ex- 
Icrnal outlet the nostrils, mouth, giil 
let, stomaeh, llie iluets of the liver, tht 
intestines, bladder, etc., and the bron- 
chial tubes of the lungs. 

The serous membrane lines the cavi- 
ties of the chest and of the abdomen, 
ttud also covers— as the skin does I hi 
body— the brain, heart, lungs, liver, etc. 
It also forms a sa(- around the lieart, 
which it encloses, and is called the peri- 
cardium. It motwver lines .the heart 
within, where it is called the endocar- 
dium. 

It may aid the nn niory of some ol 
our reailers if we adii that ci/rfo means 
•■within," and peri "around."' 

The brain also is enclosed with a 
second serous membrane, culled the 
araclinoiil. As the brain substance ex- 
tends down through the spinal cohinin, 
so tlie investinjj serous meniliraue fol- 
lows it. A similar mcmbranu lines the 
smooth surfaces of the joints. 

Coryza— a "cold in the head"— is an 
inflammation of the mucous membrane 
of the nostrils; pharyngitis is an in- 
flammation of the same membrane in 
the back part of the mouth; laryncritis, 
in the larynx, or vocal bos; bronchitis, 
in the brondiial tubes. 

.So, too, ihe inueons membrane of Iho 
Stomach maybe iullanied, causing a 
lari^o secretion of "plilegm" — mneous. 
Innammalion of tiie mucous luembranu 
of tlite liver or gall ducts prevents .th« 
flow of bile. C'lusing most agoniii^g 
pain and jaundice, A similar inffam- 
niallon in Ihe intestines gives inllamma- 
lioii of the bowels, or enteritis. 

An inllammation of the serous mem- 
brane ot the brain causes at first de- 
lirium, and then stupor, by the pressure 
of the accumulated fluid. This is cere- 
liral mrniuqilis. When the inllarania- 
tlon afl'eels llie miMiibrane of the brain 
and the spinal cord, it is cerebrospinal 
meningitit. I'leuriay is Inflammation of 
the serous membrane of the chest and 
lung.s; verirardilif, that of Ihe liearl- 
sae; < iiilo< arilMis, that (jf llu^ inner 
membrane of the heart; prrilonili-i, that 
of the nhdomen,— Youth's Companion.

LEGAL COURTSHIP. 

The Xxtraerdlaarr II«aas a Ijtdv Teok to

It would be difficult to Imagine a more 
laughable aflfair than the elder Scott'a 
union with the Marchioness of SUgo, 
which was celebrated In the snmmet 
of 1813, to the inexpressible amusement 
of "society." The marchioness made the 
offer; she made it in the Criminal Court 
of the Old llailey; she made it on a slip 
of paper that was banded lo the judge 
liyoneoftlie usher.^ of the stuffy and 
even fetid court. Two years earliei 
Byron had been a fellow traveler in 
Greece with the marchioness' youthful 
and rather eiTatie son, where the poet 
took occasion lo talk more freely than 
alVectiouately about ills own mother to 
the m.arquis, who was probably no less 
communicative about the peonliaritles 
of his eccentric parent The young 
mim parted, Byron to rise in an hour to 
a giddy eminence of fame, the marquis 
to put himself withiu the ''lip of the 
criminal law by luring into liis yacht in 
Me^tcrranean waters two seamen from 
one of his Brittanic Majesty's ships of 
war. Tried for bis offense at the OM 
Uailey by Sir William Scott (judge of 
the lilgh court of the admiralty) and 
l./ord Ellenborough, the marquis was 
found guilty, ordered to pay a line of 
I'o.OOO, sentenced lo four months' im- 
prisonment in Newgate, and compelled 
to listen to a parental address by Sir 
William on tlie duties and responsibili- 
ties of young men of high station. The 
marchioness (brought to the court by 
maternal solicitude for her offspring) 
was so alVected by the judge's admoni- 
tion tliat on till' spur of llie moment she 
sent liim the brief note (dashed oil' on a 
piece ot court foolscap given her by the 
clerk of arraigns.) in whioh she ex- 
pressod the wish that her dear boy could 
always have so prudent a counselor by 
his side. What could Iho judge do but 
accept the offer made in sodelieato and 
flattering a manner? The match turned 
out no wors(! than was expected. The 
marchioness, of course, repaid her hus- 
band (in kind) for the edifying lecture 
he had given her lotL—ivtrj/ Other 
Haturdai/.
